REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


—_— 


February 5, 1926. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Fremont: 


Herewith I submit to you my sixth annual report as su- 
perintendent of schools: 


How Mucu ExpERIENCE HAVE FREMoNT TEACHERS HAD? 


Since the summer of 1919 ten new teachers have been 
engaged in Fremont. The average experience that these 
teachers had had before beginning work in Fremont was 
one year and one month of teaching. It is a big handicap 
to these teachers in their competition with the city school 
teachers in this state whose average experience is six years. 
Experience increases a teacher’s value as long as she does 
not get into a rut and does keep up with the times. 


Experienced teachers cost more, are worth more, and they 
increase the amount of State aid that the district receives. 


How Lone Do FREMontT TEACHERS REMAIN IN THEIR 
POSITIONS ? 


The ten teachers that have given up their schools in Fre- 
mont since 1919 averaged to have taught for Fremont Two 
years. ‘This idea is expressed by saying that their average 
tenure was two years.

Good salary schedules, desirable boarding places and pleas- 
ant social hfe help in increasing the tenure. 
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Most Erricient TRUANT OFFICER IN THE UNION. 


There is no office more unpopular than that of truant 
officer. In all towns it is difficult to find able citizens to take 
the office who have the proper sympathies, temperament and 
qualifications for the position. It requires an unusual com- 
bination of good-will, tact, firmness and common-sense 
that few persons have; fewer still are willing to undertake 
this important office. | 

The high percentage of attendance that the schools of 
Fremont maintain is in no small way due to the excellent 


backing that the teachers have in the truant and attendance 
officer, Harold L. Jones. 


ARE THE SCHOOLS STILL GOING FORWARD IN FREMONT? 


A test in arithmetic problems was given this fall to the 
pupils which neither the teachers nor the pupils had seen 
since it was given to them by the superintendent in the fall 
of 1920. 'To secure one figure for comparison, the average 
score for each of the four upper grades was added.

During the summer vacation the School Board installed 
chemical toilets in the Village schools. Doors from the 
classroom open directly into them.

In going to 
them the pupils do not get chilled or wet. With the walls 
free from all drawing and writing they are very wholesome 
places. 


Of the other two schools the need for chemical toilets 


is most urgent at the Pine School, and there the need is 
very urgent. 
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THE ScHoot NursE QuIcKLY PRovED HER WorTH TO THE 
COMMUNITY. 


Previous to the coming of the School Nurse, Miss Lillian 
I. Mackintosh of Chester, last September, only 18% of the 
physical defects of the pupils were given treatment, and 
head-lice was an oft appearing nuisance. Miss Mackintosh 
has already 

1. Encouraged the parents to secure treatment of many of 
their child’s defects. 

2. Accompanied the child to the doctor or hospital. 

3. Secured payment of the charges of the hospital, oculist 
or doctor from some special funds in cases where it 
would be a financial burden to the family. 

Every month the nurse examines the pupils, especially their 

heads, and weighs them. Reports of weight are sent to 
parents of underweight puplis. 


Wuo PAYS FoR THE ScHOOL NURSE? 


The School Nurse is employed by a union of eight towns. 
To all of these towns except Epping the State gives $1.50 
a pupil for the support of a School Nurse and this pays the 
major part of her salary and expenses.
